Tho uviJeiico buforo tlio jury .iiid tlui 
urgunieiita for t)iu liiuiiiig uf tho ia.sue bo- 
ing oli).sod, it now luuiiuiia that I should 
say wh:it in my upiniuu are tho rijjlits itiid 
liiihilitics (if tlio [lartics in these actions. 
I cannot too thoroughly o.xpress my dis- 
satisfaction at tho way in whicli tho do- 
cumentary ovidoncu consisting of 200 or 
;!00 suparato bits of papor of every form, 
substance and degree 'jf raggodnoss has 
been luiddled before mo for perusal — in 
most cases, original documonta, exhibits 
apart from tho deposition referring to 
tiiein, and often iiaving their dates ob- 
scured or obliterated with ingenious care, 
hy tho memoranda of itlentilication of tho 
commissioners before whom they wore 
produced. I believe this is excused on 
the ground of economy, no doubt a praiso- 
worlliy object; but the risk of tho loss or 
dustructioii of original cvidonco, .and the 
delay and risk of an absolute failure of 
justice where tho judge is tlins required 
to arran^;e and dcciphor as well as to 
weigh the documentary ovideuco in tho 
case, have strongly persuaded mc never 
to undertake such a task again. 

I may say at once that I am quito of tho 
same opinion as the juryastotheincotnpo- 
toncy of the plaintiff. Their attdntioh wos , 
confined to the period from tho 5th Sep- 
tember, 1878, to the 24th April, 1879. 
In order to determine some of tho points 
.in. this case, liowever, it is necessary for 
ino to consider a rather longer period. 

Intellectual incompctdncy to manage 
onq's own affairs may exist in many dif- 
ferent forms and in many diflerent de- 
grees. There may bo raving madness, 
tit for nothing but a padded room. Ihoro, 
may bo drivelling idiocy, incapable of an 
artioulato;8bUn(i^<: But there may bo, in 
some Cases, a particular, or even a gen- 
eral, incompetency, co-existing with very 
conaideraljle iulollectual power. Richard 
.\ttwQod, tho culebr;iled mathematician, 
the inventor of friction whoela, had to be 
watched like a baby whenever he left his 
house.; There are persons who arc sane 
upon ovory topic but one; an3 these cases 
are so numerous as to have occasioned 
the construction of a peculiar name, viz.,"; 
mononianiacs. 'J'horo are others who aro 
sane enough on all subjects in presence of 
tho gonoralty of mankind, but are utterly 
proatrate in the prcsonco of certain indi- 
viduals or certain classes of men. IL is: 
tUip opinioi^of undije terrors on a doath- 
bdd'wnicinia's m'tlfo inain justifiud tin; 
atatiitcs usually termed of mortmain, 
forbidding deeds of gift by the dying to 
their supposed spiritual guides. Thus. 

chironic invalid is generally deemed 
unfit'to'dbal. pecuniarily with his doctor 
or his nurse, and wills in favor of such 
persons are often set OEiIdo. Thus, wards 
are supposed by the Courts to bo general- 
ly unduly susceptible of tho influence of 
their guardians; children, of their p.".r- 
onts, . and clients of their solicitors, 
thoughnnodern oxporionco-wbuld perhaps 
ocoasipnally invert tlio presumption in 
this last case. 

Tho mental condition of tho plaintiff 
Reynolds seonis to liavc been somewhat 
peculiar, generally assuming tho form 
of languor, which casual observers, oven 
iluring a. wliole dveniug, might set down 
to meto corporeal ailments, as distinguish- 
ed from cerobr.al. His symptoms proba- 
bly boro that construction, even with 
Reynolds himself, in the intervals of hia 
paroxysniB, when ho could reflect at all. 
The wretched victim of intemperance 
thinks, pcrhips, that when the one fierce 
fit. of delirium is over, his suiforings have 
fully paid the p0nalty of hii^ fdlljr AP^ 
cosa.' iBut he is in error, It has itakeu 
months and years to sap and prepare tho 
gray matter of tho brain so as to bo ob- 
noxious to tho attack. It ..will take 
months and years-— poriiapSj^,lifdijtiLbjvill 
bo insitflicient-r^to rqstpyp ,^t. ,^t9j:|^S,. first 
heAlthy,il^l^niunity..^ •' ■. ,', .lii / 'ij 

Tho jury have found, and I quite agi'eo, 



that from some day before tho 5th f-c[it. 
runtil sorae daj- after th6:24th. April, Rey- 
nolds .^vol ^ircomp^tehl;"'tC) "conduct busi- 
ness dt all itith&riybbdy'.' In fact, that 
is the only jnstiBc.ation for the volunteer- 
ed interference of his friends, six or seven 
of them, during that interval. They, as 
tho best thing to be done, induce him to 
sell his busiiiiss, arranging tho ternia for 
him and settling everything as if he wero 
a child in amis. But during all this time 
ho had a groat many stages of tranquillity. 
Melancholy aiul silent, no doubt; but 
still giving no outward indication of abso- 
lute imbecility-. Seen during such intervals 
ho produced tho impresaion described by 
various witnesses, that he knew (juite well 
what ho was about. .But its I observed in 
my charge to the jury Jdt tho trial of tho 
jury, tho opinions of)\i'Jtnes30s, oven of 
medical mtnesscs, as to sanity or luui- 
sanity, are not evidence for a court or 
jury to follow. Skilled witnesses nuist state 
in evidence what aro tho recognized iiuli- 
eations of insanity. Skilled or ordinary 
witnoasos must describe wJi.ii: they saw 
and heardltho paticntrdo. It is tho func- 
tion of tliQ'6ourt or jtiry'to decide wheth- 
er ho was sane or notJ,i'i One or two medi- 
cal witnesses told us all tho acknowledged 
teats of insanity. Thoy admitted that all 
tho testa which their reading or experi- 
enco had tauglit tliera wero there, nor 
could they suggest an}', except co;:tinued 
raving, which was wanting. But they 
nevertheless oxprciiaod an opinion that tho 
jiatient was quite aano; . ■ Tho jury I thhik 
very properly acoe[)tod thoir facts and re- 
jected their opinions. 

It is not neceaaary to recite at any 
length tho somewhat romantic hiatory of 
tho plaintili's e.arly life. He appears 25 or 
30 years ago to have loft for this conti- 
nent leaving behind'^Wm in England 
aoveral relatives, brothers and sisters and 
thoir children in respectable positions, 
probably, but without much means. The 
plaintiff himself seems to have been or be- 
come quito destitute after his arrival in 
America; for in I85G.ho enlisted in the 
U. S. army. After a tiiao ho dosertod; 
found his way, always in great want, ac- 
crosa the continent umler the a.s3unied 
name, which ho atill bears, of "Reynolds," 
and procured work aa helper in a stable 
at San Franciaco. I'ursited by terror for 
the consequences of his. desertion, he quit- 
ted San Francisco for liritish soil and 
took refuge hero in 1861-\Vhere ho shortly 
engaged in the business of a butcher. 
For at lca.st five or »ix years [irevioua to 
that time ho seoma to have been in con- 
tinual and extreme penury. From the 
time of his arrival hero, .unbounded 
wealth, or what must havo scemod so to 
him, began to roll in upon him. What 
his habits wero previoflsls^woaro not told. 
Wo havo medical evidence that in 187S 
he had since hia arrival in R. C. been 
treated for several attacks of delirimn ti c- 
meiu, It is 8hov,-n that with what seems 
to be tho instinct of hia occupation he was 
fond of fast horses; though it ia denied 
that ho over betted at horso races to any 
considorable amount. In addition to 
these two dangerous and cxponsivo in- 
dulgences, ho aeoma to havo given rein to 
a third propenaity, not perhaps so fatal 
financially as the two already named, but 
at least c(iually doinoraliziiig, as destruo- 
livo of health and business habits, viz. , 
tho amusements of a man about town. 
Remorse for this thicd'ptoponsity scorns 
to havo haunted him - and unhinged his 
mind as much as any othor occurrence of 
his life, at a very important epoch, viz. , 
in tho hitter part of 1878, when tho trans- 
actions occurred which form tho subject 
of the present action. 

During the wholo of . this period from 
18G1 to 1878, though residing ontiroly hi 
Rritish territory, it is alleged and not 
denied that he was continually in a stiite 
of nervous apprehension as to the penalty 
for hia desertion, and anxiously solicitous 
to conceal his change of name. This state 
of ungrounded yet o.taggeruted fear ia of 
course of importance in considering the 
transactions now impeached. 

In the year 1874 tho defendant Job 
Batcliolor, a nephew of tho plaintifl''a, ar- 
rived in Victoria. The plaintiff had not 
invited him; but hearing of hia intended 
visit, Jio made preparations for hia recep- 
tion byjgivrng'inatriictions td'lthc steward 
of the 8toamor.^instructions of which the 
defendant admits having had the benefit. 
It ia alleged on the part of tho plaintill" 
that the " defendant nrriVO(T here utterly 
unprovided, and that ho , had even fur- 
nished his passage money' from San Fran- 
cisco.)j!TIiejlofendant Bll!Mt()»,that ho was 
-well ffirnrsWd wifh'^funtls'iJnaVclothing, 
&c. , and' Imd paid for hi.s own p.assage. 
Wo aro not told whence hcprocurcd these 
.funds;- nor was defendant crosa examined 
on tllia.poiut. But from tho evidence of 
Chandler, the steward, ho had paid his 
own passage and declined an advance of 
money, .^t" .ij cqrtainj ! howoyer, that he 
traveUe^a8.a^steerage passenger, gettinghis 
meals'' from tho steward; in consequence 
of lioynold's recommendation. Probably 
there iSiSome little unconscious exagger- 
ation on both sides. Tho nephew might 
soom to- - himself to ■ bo well clothed and 
furniahed.yaccording<<^CKhi^» jiptions and 
Imbits'^pifei) wlnl.|^fl;hebnclo, whb ap- 
pears, 'to have boSdmo "extrernoly profuse 
and liberal, not to say extravagant in his 
own toilet, and who may have forgotten 
hia own early experiences, tho equipment 
of tho nowly arrived nephew may have 
uppoarod scanty and deficient iu the e.\- 
tramo. -Tho point ia (juito unimportant; 
nop was it relied on, except as affording a 
mbiisuro of tho plaiutifl''s claims to grati- 
tude from tho defendant, claims which of 
course havo no placo'in an acticjn at la\>-. 
What aooms clear, and admitted, is that 
the plaintiff received tho defendant aa a 
nephew; binding him strictly over to sil- 
ence aa to the change of name; that lie 
took him at a very early period into his 
euqiloyment in hiabiiaiiKSaa as book-keeper 
and general a33istant,and that tho defend- 
ant has never' since had any other occu- 
pation or means of subsistence except 
whiit;,wa8 lipjwj^tS^eiii^flJ or immudi- 
atoly, ^froin that business. It appears 
that no ralo of remuneration was at first 
agreed upon or -mentioned at all. Tho 
defendant,' Job Batchclcr, allegea that for 
1876, however, it was agreed that ho

Tiie death of 'Miss^Iiongworth, the 
Iieroino of the famous Yolverton mar- 
riage case, is announced from tho Cape.! 
Miss Longwortli, or, as she iiersistentJ 
ly called herself. Lady A von in ore, 
brought niiaction in 1S61 against iMa.jor 
Yelverton, now Viscount Avoumore, 
to prove herself his lawful wife, which 
he denied. A Dublin court declared 
in her favor, but a Scotch court an- 
nulled tho marriage, and thia judgment 
was aflirinod by the House o£ Lords in 
18G-1-, and finally iu 18G7. She never 
abandoned, however, her claim to be 
what she was by the law of Scotland, 
Major Yelverton's wife. 

Sir Henry Havelock Allen has been 
attacked with insanity. This melan- 
choly event removes for a time a con- 
spicuous figure from military and poli- 
tical life in England. Sir Henry was 
the eldest son of the famous Indian 
officer, and he inherited the baronetcy 
whicli was conferred on his father in 
tiie last days of his eventful life. 

The name of Sir Samuel Wilson is 
about as well known and as niuoh re- 
spected for tho real public good ho . lias 
done as that o£ Governor Loland.'Stan- 
ford is in America, and the news now 
conies that ho has become the purclias 
or of Hughenden, the country seat of 
tho Into Earl of Beaconsfield. If lie 
can only fancy himself lia])py in the 
old house, and among the homely citi- 
zens of High Wycombe, every Aus- 
tralian will wish him long life to enjoy 
it, but not without a twinge of grief 
that the colony will lose tho presence 
of tho large-hearted gentleman who, 
without pretense, gave §150,000 to 
build the Commencement Hall of the 
University, imported .salmon ov;i to 
stock the rivers, and brought tho Meri- 
no and Southdown sheep and tlieir 
fleecea to absolute perfection. 

A rumor is alloat in England of a 
"matrimonial alliance" between the 
Princess Beatrice and Thomas, Duko 
of Genoa, tho only brother of Queen 
Marguerite of Italy. This is supposed 
to be tho outcome of Queen Victoria's 
visit to the Italian lakes two years ago. 
The Duke of Geneo is twenty-seven 
years of age and tho Princess Beatrice 
twenty -four. 

On the '1th of October the Q iccn of 
England, for tlio first tiiiie-i;i twenty 
years, attended a theatrical perform- 
ance at Abcrgeldic, Scotland. 

Tho Alps having cea.'ied to e.\ist for 
railway purposes and remaining only 
for tho convenience of tourists and for 
the purpose of science, it is proposed to 
abolish the Pyrennecs. Tho Spanish 
government wish to shorten the journey 
by railway to Paris. They jn'oposo 
to introduce into the cortes a bill auth- 
orizing the making of a railway from 
lluesca, where the lino from Saragossa 
stops to Confranc, a hamlet on the 
frontier. A tunnel would be necessary 
and according to one report it would 
pierce the Pyrenees near Somport, the 
well known route which lias been used 
time out of mind by merchants and 
smugglers desirous of entering Arragon 
or Navarre. The Spanish government 
wish to enter into negotiations with 
France on tho subject, in the hope that 
the tunnel may be constructed at the 
joint expense of tho two countries. 

Great Britain .baa never sent the 
Americans a miniatgr; of more distin- 
guished lineage thitiii Hon. Lionel Sack- 
ville-West, whose mother was a sister 
and co-heiress of the Duke of Dorset, a 
dignity now extinct. Through marriage 
the Sackvilles became possessed of the 
Knole, ono of the half-dozen largest 
houses in England. Of venerable and 
most picturesque asjicct, this inuneiise 
mansion, which has five acres of leaden 
roof, stands in a park of rare beauty, 
renowned for tho splender of its tim- 
ber. 'The furnituroj'of 'aisin^le room, 
wHich oohtains among other extravag- 
ances, a sbliil^kilyer 'batii,^6 estimated 
at many thousana pounds.

The necessity for railwny communi- 
cation between the diU'erent parts of 
the Dominion cannot be better illus- 
trated than it is by the condition and 
position of British Columbia to-day. 
The tolegrapliic reports are that the 
condition of the crops could not be 
worse. An,T unexamBled»sovere spell 
bas frozen-* the' wheat aiid barley as 
they stand. The country will need to 
import almost the wholo of its fari- 
naceous food-sup|)ly. It will liavo to 
import that supply from the United 
States, while just across the Rockies 
there is an over-abundant supply. On 
one side of tho mountains Providence 
has sent a teeming harvest, and the 
countiy,'if it was like it was a few 
years ago, without railway outlets, 
would be smothered in its own fatness. 
On the other side of the ilockies is 
another part of the same great country, 
on which Providence has not smiled 
this season. They will have to go 
forth, like Jacob's sons, into another 
land for "corn," carrying their money 
with them. Had there been a railway, 
the fulness of one portion would have 
supplied the lack of anothgr^ and the 
money still been kept '-within tie' coun- 
try. As it is, the loss benefits strang- 
ers and those who are nationally for- 
eigners. — Mall
